CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 


Edward C. Matthews, president of 
the Chamber of Commerce, was greet­ 
ed by an unusually large crowd 
of 
members when he called the Chamber 
to order Monday evening. After the 
minutes of the previous meeting were 
read and approved, the regular order 
of business was taken up.

The building in mind 
being the new brick building of 
the 
Farmers Supply Co. This seemed to 
be out of the question and for this 
reason no action was taken either way 
at the meeting.
